{Hence is giuen vp againſt them? haſt thou any

ties. Thou doeſt not onely hazard thy money

ſteſt dice with the deuill, who ſhall haue thy 
ſoule. For euery thing that cometh wel to ama, 


he giueth thankes, but for that which cdmeth 


by dice, he is aſhamed to giue thankes: which 


ſheweth , that in conſcience that gaine is euill 
- 0 gh that he ſought it without God. Can 
this be good when worſt men vſe it moſtꝰ if it 
were good, the euil would like worſe of it then 
the good, but the more a man ſauoureth of any 
goodnefle , the more he begins toabhorre it, 
and his conſcience doth accuſe him for it as for 
ſinne.
